1 . I am Product Development Manager, Coated Products of ElkCorp, the assignee of the instant 
application and the Ahluwalia '257 patent cited by the Examiner. 

2. The above-identified application discloses and claims products that include a composite 
material comprising a surfactant/surfactant generated microcells/gel catalyst/binder "first 
layer" and a metallic "second layer" adhered thereto. The surfactant/surfactant generated 
microcells/gel catalyst/binder "first layer" may further be adhered to a substrate, forming a 
"coated substrate". 



3. I am a co-inventor of the subject matter of this application, having invented the 
surfactant/surfactant generated microcells/gel catalyst/binder "first layer 55 and the coated 
substrate which are described on pages 6 et seq. of this application. 

4. I am familiar with the prosecution history of the present application and I have read 
the outstanding October 19, 2006 Office Action for this application. 

5. I am the sole inventor of the subject matter of United States Patent No. 5,965,257 on 
which the rejection in light of Ahluwalia is based in the October 19, 2006 Office 
Action for this application. 

6. To summarize, the portions of the Ahluwalia patent being relied upon to reject the 
claims of the instant application are, in fact, my own work.
